information on .the state's, 
official symbols and motto; and 
the history of license plates in 
Illinois.. 

Letters ' were-' .sent to all- 
clergymen/and; leaders of civic 
and fraternal groups, including 
the PTA, Kiwanis, lions, and 
Rotary; asking them to join in 
the project.

LOCAL SCHOOL principals 
selected andforwardedythe two- 
best designs, in each grade 
division at his school. Almost 
14,000 entries were submitted 
by principals to the secretary of 
state. 

The secretary of state's staff 
screened the 14,000 and turned 
over more; than 500 to a "blue 
ribbon" citizens committee 
headed by James L.O'Keefe, a 
Chicago corporate attorney. All 
entries i passed on to •-. the 
committee were certified as 
practical to produce and in 
compliance with'contest rules. 

A subcommittee headed by 
Thomas King, general manager 
of the Merchandise Mart, 
Chicago, selected 42 finalists, 
one for each division in each of 
14 geographic regions throughr 
out the state. 

The full blue ribbon commit- 
tee met a few days later and 
selected the winning entry in 



each of the three divisions. 

.From these three, they chose 
the grand prize winner, which 
was announced at special 
ceremonies in Illinois* historic 
old State Capitol. A number of 
state officials joined committee 
members, the 42 finalists and
